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Remarks/Arguments 

Reconsideration and allowance are respectfully requested in light of the following 
remarks. Upon entry of this amendment claims 1 12-128 would now be pending, claims 1-111 
having been cancelled. Thus, the total number of pending claims after entry of the amendment 
would have been reduced from 36 to 1 7. 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner noted allowable subject matter in claims 3, 1 1, 
18, 41, 54-57, 60, 95, 96, 98-101, 103-109 and 1 1 1 if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.^ Based on the foregoing 
amendments, applicants believe that the newly presented claims comply with that indication and 
thus all pending claims are now allowable. What follows is a table showing the correspondence 
of new claims 112-128 and the allowable claims 3, 11, 18, 41, 54-57, 60, 95, 96, 98-101, 104- 
109 and 111.
